Cairo, Egypt, Oct. 23 
(/P)—The 


British army sharply cut rail trnf- 
fic and banned all road movement 
in the Suez canal area at dawn to- 
day.

There were more anti-British de- 


monstrations in Egypt today as the 
nation mourned 16 Nationals killed 
in last week's disorders. Cries for 
arms were heard among the de- 
monstrators.
